"Washington, June 15. — Official ex- 


changes and 
unofficial 
dispatches 


from the various capitals have made 
clear the attitude of the great powers 
on the important subjects that -will 
come hefore the peace conference, 
•which convenes today at The Hague. 
On the subject of limitation of arm- 
aments the position of the powers is 
as follows: Favorable to limitation, 
Great Britain, United States, Spain, 
Portugal, Norway, and the South and 
Central American countries co-operat- 
ing with the United States. Opposed 
to limitation: Germany, Austria, Rus 
8ia (whose petition is deflnite), Italy 
(which 
accepts limitation in prin- 


ciple but is constrained by the triple 
alliance to act with Germany and Aus- 
tria), France (which regards limita- 
tion as chimerical and inexpedient 
owing to the strength of German arm- 
ament). This shows that all of the 
powers of Europe are opposed to the 
limitation of armaments. The strength 
of the proposition, therefore, depends 
upon Great Britain and the United 
States, with the minor powers which 
each of them influences. 
On a vote 


the proposition of limiting armaments 
•would probably receive a numerical 
majority, mainly owing to the large 
Toting strength of the 
combined 


Americas. But unanimity is .essential 
to make such a proposition effective. It 
seems apparent, therefore, that the 
project is not likely to be adopted in 
any definite form. 


The nations are practically unani- 


mous in favoring the revision of the 
rules of warfare. 
Russia and Japan 


will take an active part in this discus- 
sion, based on experiences 'in the last 
war. The United States' propositions 
as to a declaration of war preceding 
hostilities, limiting the seizure of pri- 
vate property at -sea, restricting con- 
traband, etc., will have the active sup- 
port of Germany and most of the other 
maritime powers. The British 'dele- 
gates will oppose some of these prop- 
ositions. This is notably true as to 
limiting the seizure of private prop- 
erty at sea, as such limitation would 
diminish the effectiveness of the Brit- 
ish navy. The powers are generally 
favorable to extending scope of arbi- 
tration. Russia, France and Italy are 
strongly favorable to it. This places 
three of the great continental powers 
of Europe in co-ope.'ation with Great 
Britain and United States, while the 
minor nations of Europe and of South 
and Central America also favor en- 
larged powers of arbitration. The po- 


( Bition of Germany and Austria is not 
'favorable to extending arbitration be- 
yond the formula adopted at the last 
Hague conference, as it is maintained 
that further extension will infringe 
upon national sovereignty. This, how- 
ever, has not yet developed into a 
strong opposition. On a vote the ex- 
tension of arbitration will doubtless 
command so Idrge a majority that 
some definite V tvance is to be ex- 
pected.

"Washington, June 15.—A sanguinary 


war—perhaps two wars and as many 
revolutions added for good measure— 
is what the state department officials 
now expect in Central America. They 
are disappointed over the sudden fail- 
ure of the joint efforts of Mexico and 
America to bring about permanent 
peace between the turbulent republics. 
Official news of this failure reached 
the state department from one of its 
representatives in Nicaragua, who for- 
warded the explanation of President 
Zelaya for his participation in the at- 
tack on Acajntla, Salvador. The ex- 
asperating feature of the message, ac- 
cording to the state department, was 
the way in which Zelaya sought to 
place upon America and Mexico the 
responsibility for the attack by claim- 
ing that it was a necessary step in 
the execution of the plan for a union 
of Central American republics. 


As a matter of fact, as one of the 


officials pointed out, 
certainly 
the 


United States and probably Mexico 
would welcome a Combination of the 
little states, but it has never for an 
instant been contemplated that such 
a union should be brought by force. 


Guatemala' Neutral. 


Mexico City,".June. 15.—Upon being 


Con- 
sul General Oliver of Managua, to the 
effect that President Zelaya of Nica- 
ragua had declared he Was aiding the

STRIKE IS ENDED 


Stolyoin Issues Ultimatum Oe 


Immediate Suspension of'Jfhe Social 
Democratic Members.Alleging Trea- 
son—House Appoints Committee'ta 
Investigate Charges. 


St. Petersburg, June 15.—With only 


130 opposing votes the lower house of 
the Russian parliament rejected Pre- 
mier Stolypin's ultimatum for the im- 
mediate suspension of 55 deputies for 
membership in the Social Democratic 
party and reierred the subject to a 
committee. 


The dissolution of the lower house 


appears to be a question of only a few 
hours. 


The action of the cabinet fell like 


a thunderbolt, as it had been popu- 
larly supposed that the house's action 
in shelving the amnesty resolution 
and refusing to instruct the agrarian 
committee in favor of forcible expro- 
priation of land had averted dissolu- 
tion. So soon as the minister of jus- 
tice had finished, a motion that a re- 
cess of an hour be declared was car- 
ried and the various parties repaired 
to the committee rooms. The decision 
of the Social Democrats, Social Revo- 
lutionists and the remnant of the 
Group of Toil was quickly taken. It 
was a unanimous refusal to deliver 
the members into the hands of the 
law. The Poles also decided to reject 
the ultimatum. 


Five minutes before the lower bouse 


of parliament opened, President Goli- 
vin received a letter from Premier 
Stolypin demanding that the house go 
into executive session. As soon as ths 
house was called to order the premier 
submitted an ultimatum saying that 
unless the demands of the government 
were granted, and granted immediate- 
ly, the government would find itself 
unable to co-operate with parliament- 
He then yielded the tribunal to M. 
Kameshausky, the prosecutor of St. 
Petersburg courts, who read a long 
indictment of the Social Democrats, 
based principally upon the documents 
found in the search of the lodgings of 
Deputy Ozel. The protocol described 
at length the incriminating evidence 
and then charged that 55 Social" Dem- '' 
ocrats, as members of the lower house, 
had organized a criminal secret organ- 
ization, known as the central commit- 
tee of the Social Democratic party, 
which was acting in concert with 
other criminal organizations, particu- 
lary the military revolutionary socle- 
ties, to produce armed uprisings 
among the peasantry, soldiers ancl 
workmen and overthrow the monarchy 
and the government. He therefore de- 
manded the immediate suspension of 
the 55 members.

ly surrounded by or in contact with 
wood. Take the average man—how 
much wood does he carry on his per- 
son? In the first place he may have 
cork nose-rests to his eyeglasses; his 
pipe may also be of wood; toothpicks 
and matches, the same. 
His knife 


handle, lead pencil, shoe pegs and 
cane are of like material. And that 
doesn't Include his newspaper, nor 
the buttons on his coat and vest. r

of plants are well exposed to light. 


"IlLthe town of Gaw_ Moon^, 


I once saw four miles of lumber in 
raft form along the river front," with 
many people living thereon. Along 
shore were the carpenter shops. The 
Chinese carpenter and builder has 
some peculiarly 
practical notions. 


All rafters, beams and supports he 
leaves unhewn and In their natural 
round state, claiming for them su- 
perior supporting strength. And, as 
the average life of a Chinese house is 
from 200 to 800 years It may be the 
Chinese carptenter Is not much astray 
in his opinion. 


"Almost all of omvffopes and cord- 


age Is made of woody fibre, and eo 
la much of our finest muslin and- laoe. I 


Wooden shoes are common in many 
parts of Europe. Indeed, wood and 
woody fibre admit of. so many differ- 
ent forms of manufacture that a man 
might be dressed throughout thereof 
and attract no especial attention. 


"Wooden clocks are famous, and 


the 
most 
cherished possession of 


many of our oldest families In Amer- 
ica is the 'old wooden clock.' 


"Men engraved pictures on wood 


long before they did on metal and 
stone. Wood carving may be said to 
be the earliest form of art, and wood 
engraving as applied to printing pro- 
cesses Is certainly the most ancient 
form of art reproduction. 


"Wood oil makes the best varnish, 


and '^" best wood oil comes from 
Burn.*. 
Turpentine 
also 
comes 


from wood. 


"One of the finest wills ever made 


was made by a Missourian. 
He left 


eight acres of walnut trees to his 
heirs, with certain provisions. 
Xo 


tree should be cut until It should 
reach a certain age or girth; for 
each tree cut, two should be planted 
In 
adjoining 
ground, reserved for 


such purpose. 
That man was not 


only a nestor and conservator of for- 
estry, but was also a great benefactor 
of humanity. 


"Of late years the dwarfing of fruit 


trees has received much attention at 
the hands of orchardlsts. There is a 
great saving of space, since the trees 
are much smaller. While a quarter 
of an acre will accommodate not more 
than ten apple trees of the ordinary 
kind, even when the whole space Is 
given up to them, the same area will 
give adequate room to five hundred 
dwarf fruit trees properly selected 
and disposed. Dwarf trees come early 
Into bearing. Some bear 
the 
first 


year they are planted. 
Another Im- 


portant advantage is the ease with 
wfhch they may be*managed. This 
la especially Important as regards tb^ 


work of fighting Insects and fangoq| 
diseases. 
The trees are small, se 


dom higher than a man's head, a 
such work as pruning and spraying 
is much more easily done. And thongtt 
while such trees run rather to fruit 
than to wood, the quality of wooft 
obtained from them Is claimed to ft* 
superior. 


"Did you ever hear of an embalmed 


tree? It sounds Queer, but there !• 
such. 
The head of the tree betaf 


cut off, a cup-like hollow is made la 
the top, and creosote, or crude ^car- 
bolic acid of coal tar is poured In. 
The liquid penetrates down and ea- 
ters the cells of the wood tissue, and 
soaking in, practically embalms th* 
tree, which, when cut 
Into 
fence 


posts, railroad ties or into any form 
intended for burial in the earth, lasts 
much longer. 


"More proper names among all na- 


tions have sprung from wood In its 
various forms than from any other 
source of nomenclature. From Ash* 
to Woodruff you will be surprised to 
note how many you can think of la 
between. 


"The buttons on my coat are mad* 


of sawdust mixed with other things, 
chiefly blood, and powerfully com- 
pressed in moulds. Nor are buttons 
the only articles made of moulded 
wood. There are many others." 


During his talk on wood, which 


Included much not 
here recorded, 


Uncle Joe had whittled with neat* 


ness and despatch.

stone he had fashioned a basket for

NASMUCH as Httle Tinto Trebino, in his clailv social and 


commercial dealings with the San Francisco public, was

hailed indifferently as a "dago,"-"greaser," "Eytalian," or 
rortugee _ kid, it is evident to any intelligence that the child

Chief John Young, facing a sea of up- 
turned palefaces, told how his father, 
of the same name, had given Chicago 
its name, ?nd -with true aboriginal can- 
dor he interpreted it to mean "where 
the skunk dwells." 
Simon Pokaron 


stood by Chief John Young's side be- 
cause he was born on that September 
27, sixty-three years before, when his . 
father deeded to Government agents the 
land on which Chicago has been built. 


The Chicago World's Fair was nota- 


ble for its great crowds. 
Illinois day 


brought out nearly 244.000 persons; In- 
dependence day, 283,000; Transportation 
day. 231,000: Polish day, 222,030; Rail- 
road day. 202.000. 


Prior to Chicago day, the greatest 


crowd ever at an exposition numbered 


397.150. to a man. and it collected at 
that Paris Exposition made famous by 
the Eiffel tower. 
The record-breaking 


crowd at the Philadelphia Exposition 
numbered 217,526.
